'Council Eyed 


Criticism Gives Hint 
End M a y Be Near For 
State Advisory Group

COLUMBUS, Ohio UR - Ohio’s 
highway construction council may 
be on the way out. 
Criticism has hounded the coun­ 
cil create* by a Republican-con­ 
trolled Legislature as a sort of 
watchdog over a thoroughfare con­ 
struction program financed by a 
half-billion dollar bond issue. Vot­ 
ers approved the bond issue in 
1953. 
Some critics blam ed the council, 
appointed 
by 
D em ocrat 
Gov. 
Frank J. Lausche, for failing to 
fa approve long stretches of new four- 
lane highway linking m ajor cities 
or crossing the state. 
Others claim ed the three-m em ­ 
ber body failed to act fast enough 
in approving new construction. 
Council m em bers disagreed with 
those contentions. C hairm an Cling- 
an Jackson, Youngstown newspa-' 
perm an and form er state senator, 
said the council has done a good 
job in the tim e it has been operat­ 
es ing. 
Other m em bers are W ilbur M. 
Cotton of Dayton, National Cash 
R egister’s head of comm unity re ­ 
lations, and Jesse E. Van Fossen 
of Croton, a farm er who runs a 
seed com pany. They receive $50 a 
day and expenses while working. 
A spokesm an said council m em ­ 
bers could only approve or reject 
plans drafted by the state highway 
departm ent. Plans m ust have the 
% additional approval of the governor 
and Legislature to get construction 
started. 
The 
highway 
departm ent 
has 
concentrated 
on 
im proving 
the 
w ays and in modernizing stretches 
to accom m odate swollen traffic. 
Asserting the size of an im prove­ 
m ent lacks im portance, Jackson 
said in a prepared statem ent: 
“ W hat is im portant is how well 
it fits into the contem plated de- 
% velopm ent of a highway system . 
As the program goes on, the proj­ 
ects tend to be larger. . . . 
“The council has . . . refused 
approval for projects or for chang­ 


es in projects only when it was 
not satisfied that the proposals fit­ 
ted into a com prehensive plan for 
m ajor 
thoroughfare 
capital 
im ­ 
provem ents.” 
Bond money, lim ited to 125 mil­ 
lion dollars a year for spending, 
will be used up by the end of 
1960, Jackson reported. He said the 
council now is working up t h e 
1958-59 program . 
Legislative leaders, indicated ap­ 
proval of the program and final 
authorization for issuance of high­ 
way bonds might m ean the end 
of the road for the council. 
C hairm an Roger Cloud called for 
a special Sept. 9 m eeting of the 


Legislative Service Commission, a 
fact-finding body. 
Cloud, Republican speaker of the 
House, said he would seek cre a ­ 
tion of a second highway study 
com m ittee to look into road plan­ 
ning and financing. T hat would in­ 
clude council operations. 
Should the com m ittee recom 
mend an end to the council, a Re­ 
publican-dom inated 
1957 
Legisla­ 
ture probably would approve, legis 
lators 
guessed. 
They 
conceded 
that a D em ocrat-controlled G ener­ 
al Assembly m ight take another 
course. 
The last L egislature asked the 
com m ission to study such highway 


problem s as truck w eight lim its 
and right-of-way purchases. That 
com m ittee and others will report 
recom m endations to the next Leg­ 
islature for action. 
Jackson said he was aw are of 
the 
possibility 
the 
Legislature 
might dissolve the council. But he 
expressed belief orderly procedure 
for highway construction required 
its continued existence or replace­ 
m ent by a sim ilar body. 
Bolstering his assertion, Jackson 
said 
the

classified 
Ohio’s 18.400 miles of highways 
and added: 
“ You cannot freeze 
classification.”

industry has the highest rate of

taxes. Reduction in tariffs would 
not increase our im ports greatly, 
but it would reduce the m argin 
of profit of the chem ical com pan­ 
ies.” 
Taft categorized the bicycle in­ 
dustry

“ thoroughly

cient” one. The recent tariff in­ 


crease on bicycles, he said, will 
help the inefficient producers. 
“ It will not do anything to the 
im ported light bicycles except raise 
their prices for the kids,” he said. 
He cited power plant generating 
equipm ent as a third sam ple of the 
country’s international trade prob­ 
lem. He said IOO million dollars 
worth a year is bought for U. S.

Pleasant news to food shoppers 
is that the pear season is j u s t 
here. Starting with a few now and 
moving into the peak season later 
in September, the food shopper will 
find those sweet, juicy pears that 
everyone likes increasing in quan­ 
tity and quality. 
Although Ohio is not consider­ 
ed 
a 
major 
pear 
producing 
state, there are some orchards, 
and the fruit grown here is of 
good quality. Actually there are 
some 2,000 varieties of p e a r s 
known in the U. S., but fortu­ 
nately for the shopper only two 
or three varieties are of much 
commercial importance. 
The old standby, the “ Bartlett,” 
is still the best all purpose pear. 
It comes to market late in August 
and continues in quantity through 
September. It is of excellent qual­ 
ity for canning and for desserts 
as well as for eating out-of-hand. 
The “ Kieffer” follows in Octo­ 
ber. It, too, is good for canning 
but is not a good dessert fruit. 


GOOD QUALITY pears are firm 
but not hard. The nile that ap­ 
plies to all other fruits works for 
pears, too. That is, good quality 
fruit should be clean and free from 
blemishes. 
Color, in the case of pears, is 
not a good buying guide unless one 
is a pear expert and knows the 
varieties well. One thing to note 
in buying “Bartletts,” the 
large 
bell-shaped pears, is the texture of 
the skin. It should be smooth, 
clear yellow1 in color and may be 
blushed with red. The flesh of a 
good 
“Bartlett” 
is 
white, 
fine 
grained, sweet and juicy. 
The pear is one fruit that is 
of better quality and has a much 
better flavor if picked 
green 
and ripened off the tree. This is 
not true of many fruits, but 
works with pears. 
They ripen best in a cool, dark, 
humid place, with temperatures 
around 60 degrees F. and relative 
humidity around 85 per cent. They 
should be kept in a fairly air-tight 
container and checked daily, for 
some pears ripen faster than oth­ 
ers.

DEADLY VIOLATIONS 
ONE ANGLE of the traffic story of auto­ 
mobile accidents which has not been suffic­ 
iently stressed is the fact that there is a 
direct connection between traffic law viola­ 
tions and fatalities. 
Many drivers seem to act on the prin­ 
ciple that the traffic laws are a nuisance 
—that they are set up to bring more reve­ 
nue to the municipality—that it is smart to 
break the laws, et cetera. The saying that 
“the life you save may be your own” has 
become trite, but it will always be true. 
The direct relationship between acci­ 
dents and traffic law violations has been 
definitely illustrated by the experience of 
Hammond, Ind., on the southeast edge of 
Chicago, where radar has been thoroughly 
used in a campaign against speeders. 
The radar speed detection devices have 
been used there since April, 1954, and last 
year’s automobile fatality rate was almost 
two-thirds less than the average for* the 
past 20 years. 
For 20 years Hammond had an average 
of 25 traffic deaths a year. But in 1954 
there were only nine traffic fatailities in 
the city. 
It is reported that traffic law violators, 
in times past, have denied that they were 
speeding, challenging the accuracy of the 
policeman’s speedometer reading. This ex­ 
cuse was soon discredited by having t h e 
motorist drive his own car again, at some 
given speed, then the reading was compar­ 
ed to that of the officer, who followed him. 
Of course no radar device can work 
without the services of traffic officers, so 
it is necessary that when signs are put up 
which state that a radar detection device 
is employed, there should be officers on 
hand. The radar sign should not be used 
as a bluff, because reckless motorists 
would soon ignore them. 


ECONOMIC ‘SEAMANSHIP’ 
AMERICAN economy has been plowing 
ahead full throttle this summer, even to 
the point of hopping over usual seasonal 
slacks, the U. S. Department of Commerce 
reports. According to the agency’s month­ 
ly business survey, consumers and inves­ 
tors have been bringing strong pressure to 
bear to satisfy their wants, a direct result 
of generally rising incomes. 
But production has been able to k e e p 
pace with demand inflationary factors us­ 
ually inherent in such a situation have been 
blunted. The three-tenths of one per cent 
increase in the cost of living in July is at­ 
tributed mainly to a seasonal increase in 
food prices. Many business experts predict 
more noticeable inflationary trends in the 
last four months of the year. 
While expressing general satisfaction, 
the report nonetheless betrays government 
preoccupation with the rising role of credit 
in the economy. It notes, for example, that 
loans outstanding'^ the Federal Reserve 
System jumped 15 per cent in the fiscal 
year ended June 30, the largest such ex-1 
pansion since the Korean War buildup. 
The government, both through Federal 
Reserve discount and home mortgage re­ 
quirements, has acted to tighten c r e d i t 


The other day, I made a reference to 
Wendell Willkie, so I glanced through his 
published writings out of curiosity. I could 
not cull from my memory what he really 
stood for. 
In 1943, Willkie had pubished a b o o k 
called “One World.’’ The phrase thereupon 
went into the language with various con­ 
notations. * 
Willkie himself attributes much to Gard­ 
ner (Mike) Cowles, Jr., and to Joseph 
Barnes who accompanied him on the trip 
around this one world. He said of these 
two: 
. .They have been most generous and 
helpful in the preparation of material for 
this book. And though^ I am sure they 
would agree with many of my conclusions, 
they bear no responsibility for this expres­ 
sion of them.” 
It sounds like a round-about way of say­ 
ing that Mike Cowles and Joe Barnes, or 
one of them, did most of the putting down 
on paper. Joe Barnes had been very much 
interested in Russia, China and Japan, 
speaks Russian, has been a factor in the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. 
But that is not what I want to write 
about. I want to call attention to a proph­ 
ecy which Messrs. Willkie, C o w l e s and 
Barnes composed for this work, 
‘‘One 
World” : 
. .I believe that if Americans were 
forced to live hereafter face to face with 
an empire of such dimensions, our way of 
life would be little better than an armed 
camp, and our vaunted freedom would be 
little more than a fond hope. We should 
live in continual alarm, in endless war, un­ 
der crushing armaments vtfiich it would be 
our constant endeavor to increase. Neither 
peace nor prosperity, neither freedom nor 
justice, could flourish in such a struggle 
for existence. . .” 
Willkie’s reference was to Japan’s con­ 
quests in Asia. He was prophesying as to 
what would happen to the United States in 
a contest with the empire that Japan was 
carving in Asia. Those conquests have been 
liquidated by war. What Japan tried to do 
and failed, Soviet Russia has thus far suc­ 
ceeded in doing. The prophecy holds today' 
despite Japan’s failure; it holds because 
Russia has succeeded. 
We are living in a curious era and to 
understand it we have to revise much that 
we had believed that we knew. Maybe it 
is-dull work restudying history and geog­ 
raphy and the struggle of ideas. Maybe it 
is more interesting to read about such men 
as Sherman Adams and Estes Kefauver. 
But they do not affect our lives or the lives 
of our children as vitally as the vast and 
almost unfathomable historic c h a n g e s 
which are passing before our eyes and 
which are so swift that often we are un­ 
able to see them. 
Marshal Foch, in lectures given in 1917, 
foresaw what the world faced when he 
said: 
“Truly a new era had begun, that of na­ 
tional wars which were to absorb into the 
struggle all the resources of the nation, 
which were to be aimed not at dynastic in­ 
terests, not at the conquest or possession 
of a province, but at the defense or*spread 
of philosophic ideas first, or principles of 
independence, unity, immaterial advan­ 
tages of various kinds afterwards. They 
were destined to bring out the interest and 
faculties of each soldier, to take advantage 
of sentiments and passions never before 
recognized as elements of strength. . .”

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DIET AND HEALTH 
Aid For Asthma Victims 
»y HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
PREVENTION of an asthmatic 
attack is the prime concern of all 
of you victims of pollen allergy. 
As a m atter of fact, desensitiza­ 
tion shots to combat hay fever are 
given, first, to prevent hay fever 
from developing into asthma, and 
secondly, to relieve the symptoms. 
If you are subject to attacks of 
asthma, there are several things 
you should do to ward off future 
attacks. 
Regular Exercise 
Regular and systematic deep 
breathing exercises are very im­ 
portant. 
Every morning stand in front 
of an open window or door and 
inhale deeply, rising on your toes 
and raising your arms laterally. 
Then return to a resting position. 
Repeat this exercise 25 times each 
morning. 
Since many asthma victims are 
more liable to attacks when lying 
down, you should learn to sleep 
with your head and shoulders 
raised on four or five pillows. 
K ttp Head Raised 
Maybe one or two telephone 
books under the head legs of your 
bed might help. One of those cots 
which fold into a "U" shape might 
provide a practical and comfort­ 
able method of raising your head. 
You could jack up the upper half 
to form a sort of chaise longue. 
You must realise that nervous 


stress and anxiety may precipi­ 
tate an attack. Consequently, you 
must avoid any severe emotional 
experiences if you possibly can. 
Plenty of Rest 
Mental as well as physical rest 
is extrem ely im p o rtan t. You 
should get at least eight hours 
sleep every night. In addition, 
during the pollen season, try to 
rest for half an hour to a full hour 
after every meal. 
It’s also important th at you do 
not overeat. Avoid heavy meals in 
the evening since they are likely 
to provoke an attack by produc­ 
ing gastric distention. 
Don’t drink carbonated bever­ 
ages. 
Avoid Rural Areas 
And don’t take long rides in the 
country, especially not in open 
cars during the pollen season. 
You’d better stay away from race 
tracks and other such places 
located In rural areas. That goes 
for you hay fever victims, too. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. C.: Is it wjse to expose a child 
to diseases such as m easles, 
chickenpox, mumps and scarlet 
fever or delay his getting them 
as long as possible? 
Answer: It is not wise to expose 
the child to the contagious dis­ 
eases. Every effort should be made 
to keep him from getting them.

prouder that day, father or son. 
This sum m er Roy came to New 
York in advance of his assign­ 
ment to the Moscow AP bureau. 
For Danny this 
was 
exciting 
news: On the way to Russia he 
would at last get to see the Unit­ 
ed States. 
He did see it. He saw it for 
three 
wonderful 
weeks. 
And 
then he died unexpectedly at the 
height of his happiness. 
Death 
came to Danny on Aug. 21 
After he buried Danny here in 
the land of his boyhood dreams, 
Roy Essoyan went to his type­ 
w riter and wrote 
the 
saddest 
obituary of his newspaper car­ 
eer: 
‘This is a tribute to the most 
wonderful boy in the world, my 
son. He mss unique, as every 


boy is uniqu#—for etch is the 
most 
wonderful 
child 
in

world. 
“ The great outdoors was his 
playground and the blue Pacific 
his swimming pool. He loved to 
romp in the surf. He was shy 
and slim but strong-chested and 
deeply tanned. 
“ Danny spent his first couple 
of days in New York City riding 
up and down the hotel elevator, 
making friends with 
the 
bell­ 
boys, running errands 
for his 
m other and baby sister, Cather­ 
ine. 
“ He explored the S and - IO 
cent stores, the 
Central 
Park 
Zoo, the busy street near the ho­ 
tel. He went to the Museum of 
Natural History twice and wan­ 
dered open-mouthed around the 
Hayden Planetarium . He 
went 
with us to the 
musical, 
‘Silk 
Stockings,’ a special treat, and 
stood agog at Times Square at 
midnight. At times he baby-sat 
for Catherine, thanged her diap­ 
ers and helped feed her. He took 
time out from all the exciting 
things he had to do to play with 
her. 
“ Danny went 
to 
Rockefeller 
Plaza, rode the subway and the 


Staten Island ferry, saw the Sta­ 
tue of Libertj and walked down 
Fifth Avenue. 
“A week after we moved out 
to Bayville, on the

Child Labor 
Law Told To 
Farmers Here 


As schools prepare to open for 
the Fall term , Pickaway 
County 
farm ers and commercial growers 
whose crops or products go into 
interstate commerce, are remind­ 
ed that the child-labor provisions 
of the Fair Labor Standards Act 
—the Federal Wage and H o u r 
Law—make it illegal 
to employ 
children under 16 years of age in 
agriculture during the hours when 
school is in session, in the school 
district where the child is living 
while working. 
William S. Singley, Ohio-Michi- 
gan Regional Director of the U. S. 
Labor Department’s wage-hour di­ 
vision, emphasized that the 
law 
applies to children hired either as 
individuals or as part of a family 
group. These requirements 
apply 
to the employment of migratory 
children as well as local resident 
children, but not to the employ­ 
ment of a farm er's own children 
by the farm er on his own farm . 
Seeking ihe cooperation of all 
Pickaway County farm ers in an 
effort to eliminate u n l a w f u l 
child-labor, Singley pointed out 
that there is no restriction 
on 
the employment of children, re­ 
gardless of age, when working 
on farms before or after school 
hours, on week ends, d u r i n g 
school holidays or regular school 
vacation periods. 
The farm er employing minors 
under 18 years of age must keep 
a 
record 
showing 
the 
minor’s 
name in full, date of birth, and 
address. If his permanent address

must 
also be

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General Electric has offered its 200,000 employees a history- 
making, five-year program w ith 32 m ajor improvements in wages, 
pensions, insurance and other areas of employee benefits. 


It became effective August 15 for the 500 employees at Circle­ 
ville Lamp Plant. 


These 32 m ajor im provem ents spell out three things: Trem en­ 
dous additional security for GE employees, greater prosperity for 
Circleville and surrounding communities, and a continuation of GE's 
reputation as “a fine place to work.” 


Freedom From Worry 


We liked the way the CINCINNATI ENQUIRER described GE’s 
offer— “W ORRY-FREE” it said. 


Those two words fit GE’s proposal to a “T.” Although substan­ 
tial wage increases are involved in each of the next five years, the 
person and fam ily security aspects indicate both “head and heart” 
thinking on the part of General Electric. 


“W orry-free” means m any things— all adding up to a better life. 
It means bigger paychecks for all. 
It means freedom from w orry 
over the cost of living and the economic disaster of catastrophic ill­ 
nesses that m ay strike down anyone w ithin the family. 
It means 
longer vacations, better life insurance, additional “take home” pay 
through reduced pension contributions and a higher minim um re­ 
tirem ent income. 


The details o f w hat G E’s 32 improvements m ean to employees 
runs into thousands of words and would cover more than 20 type­ 
w ritten pages. But here are the highlights: 


Better Pay 


Wage increases every year for five years— Employees w ill re­ 
ceive increases am ounting to 19.53 per cent during the five-year pro­ 
gram . 
Three per cent increases are scheduled in 1955, 1956 and 
1957—W ith a m inimum of 4% cents per hour each year. The 1958 
increase will be 3.48% and the 1959 increase will be 3.46%—w ith a 
5c per hour m inim um each of the last two years. 


Better purchasing power protection—Employees’ paychecks will 
keep pace with cost-of-living increases through an escalator arrange­ 
m ent which can go up or down—but NEVER BELOW the Septem ­ 
ber, 1955, floor. 


Better Hospital, Surgical, 
and Medical Benefits 


The Company offer includes two alternate plans. 
Both would, 
after appropriate deductibles, provide major benefits in catastro­ 
phic cases—the areas of greatest need. 
This provision is heralded 
as the largest catastrophic insurance program ever w ritten for an in­ 
dividual employer. 


The “Corridor” plan—The first plan would provide most initial 
hospital and surgical benefits through an improved standard hos­ 
pital and surgical plan. A fter paym ent of a “corridor” am ount by 
the employee, 75 per cent of excess expenses would be paid by the 
plan with paym ents going up to $5,000 for any single medical ex­ 
pense period (a calendar year) and up to $10,000 for a lifetime. 


The “comprehensive” plan—The second plan would, after sm all 
deductibles ($25 for certain expenses, $50 for all other medical ex­ 
penses), make paym ents in whole or in large p art (85 per cent or 
70 per cent) for all excess expenses up to a total benefit of $7,500 for 
single medical expense period and up to $15,000 for a lifetime. 


Liberalized benefits—W ider coverage for dependents, better m a­ 
ternity coverage, increase in dependents’ age lim its to 23 if they 
a single medical expense period and up to $15,000 for a lifetime. 


Better Pension Features 


Reduced contributions mean more “take-home” pay—Form er 
contributions w ere 2% of earnings up to $4,200 and 5% on earnings 
above $4,200 yearly. 
Retroactive to Aug. 15, 1955, this would be 
reduced to 1% below $4,200 and 4% above $4,200. 
On Sept. 15, 
1958, pension contributions would be reduced still further to NO 
.CONTRIBUTIONS BELOW $4,200 YEARLY and only 3% above 
$4,200—with no decrease in basic benefits. 
t 
Better minimums for retirement at Social Security age— M ini­ 
m um retirem ent pension would go from $125 a m onth to $148, 50 
(both including Social Security) for employees retiring after 25 
years service. As before, pensions w ould continue to rise w ith pay 
level and length of service. 


Better minimums for disability retirement—A fter 15 years serv­ 
ice, m inimum disability income would be $100 a m onth—believed to 
be the highest in comparable industry. Form er m inim um was $80. 


Other liberalized features—B etter vesting privileges, increased 
supplem ental paym ents for optional retirem ents, women employees 
could retire at 60 or continue until 65 if they choose, guaranteed pen­ 
sion for five years to beneficiaries of any employee w ith 15 years in 
pension program, etc. 


Improved Insurance Features 


Life insurance protection—It would be raised to two tim es em­ 
ployees’s annual straight tim e pay. In case of accidental death, ben­ 
eficiaries would receive about three tim es the employee’s yearly 


pay. 
Sickness and accident—M aximum weekly benefits would be rais­ 
ed from $40 to $85—one of the highest m axim um s in industry. 


Miscellaneous Improvements 


Employees w ith more than IO years service would work up to 
three weeks vacation after 15 years on a pro-rated basis. Jury duty 
allowances would be paid by Company. Recall rights for long serv­ 
ice employees would be extended. Holiday pay is assured on con­ 
tinuous operations. 


What all this adds up to is better liv­ 


ing ~ not just temporarily — but for the
